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Not the least of the risks that a contractor runs 
in doing public work is the risk that the taxes 
may be illegfally levied for the special work for 
which the contract is drawn. An unusual clause 
that calls atention to this risk is the following: 


The first party [in this case the Contractor] agrees to 
make no claim against the City in any event except from 
the collection of these special taxes, levied for the im- 
provement, and take all risk of the invalidity of these spe- 
cial taxes, and the City in no event to be liable by reason 
of the invalidity of the special taxes, or of the proceed- 
ings therein for failure to collect the same. 


The author of this specification apparently 
labors under the delusion that a contract can be 
drawn in such a way as to escape the legal ob.iga- 
tion to pay for work legally done. If the ordi- 
nanee under which the work is done is itself il- 
legal, then the contract is null and void anyway, 
and a clause in a null and void contract certainly 
binds no one. If, on the other hand, the con- 
tract conforms to the ordinance, and the ordi- 
nance itself conforms to the laws of the state, how 
unfair, not to say how questionable, is it to seek to 
escape paying for work done. Viewed in either 
light, such a clause as the one quoted is not a 
credit to its author. From internal evidence we 
infer that its author was the City Attorney. In- 
cidentally we may remark that many specification 
clauses which are so deserving of condemnation 
arenot the work of engineers, but of lawyers whose 
training often makes them not only partisans, but 
“bluffers.” In fact,attorneys for corporations, pub- 
lic and private, often draw “bluff clauses,” or “‘sword 
clauses,” (call them what we may) for the ex- 
press (but not expressed) purpose of protecting 
their clients from law suits by counting upon 
the ignorance of law supposed to be common 
among contractors. Whatever the views of law- 
yers as to the expediency of such practice, it is 
a practice that should have no imitators among 
engineers, 

If there were no other evidence of the author- 
Ship of this clause, still one would naturally infer 
that it owes its existence to a lawyer by virtue 
of the fact that its phraseology is so involved 
as to make it obscure, also by virtue of the fact 
that the Contractor is made party of the first part, 
contrary to the custom of making the Contractor 
the party of the second part. 

One of the tricks of lawyers is to conceal the 
real meaning of a clause by cleverly arranging 
phrases in such a manner as to “take care” 
f their client, at the expense of the other fel- 
low. After studying the clause above given, we 
are at loss to know whether that was the intent 
of its author, or whether the English was: used 
‘2 @ bungling fashion simply because of ignor- 
ence. In any case the clause serves admirably 
Ss one of those models of how not to write an 
veineering contract. 


. 


When an engineer contemplates using no very 
large quantity of a given kind of material in a 
given structure, he very properly gives no great 
amount of space in the specifications to that ma- 
terial. In following this practice the tendency 
is to draw a very brief clause calling for the 
“best” or for‘‘first class’ material. Occasionally the 
practice results in a demand for a large quantity 
of first class material (where quantities are unex- 
pectedly increased), although a second class ma- 
terial would have served equally well. In a sewer 
specification this clause is found: 

Such lumber as is required shall be of a suitable char- 
acter for the purpose intended, of straight grain, and free 
from all defects. 

Timber in sewer foundations is seldom used ex- 
cept in water saturated soils and under conditions 
that permit the use of knotty, cross-grained hem- 
lock, or the like. In a specification that permits 
of an unlimited increase in quantities, with plans 
that show no soundings or test pits, and under a 
contract covering many miles of sewers, is it not 
poor practice to be vague or to be unduly exact- 
ing, in drawing a clause for an item that may be 
greatly increased after the work is once under 
way? It is poor economy, we think, however one 
may view the matter. If the contractor bids a 
low price per thousand for the timber, on the as- 
sumption that lumber “of a suitable character” 
means ordinary hemlock, and if later he is asked 
to furnish yellow pine of the best quality, he 
either refuses point blank or suffers his loss 
quietly with the hope of “playing even" else- 
where. If, on the other hand, the contractor bids 
a very high price, as he will do if shrewd, then 
the city suffers a loss if the quantity of timber 
used is greatly increased. 

It does not take many words to specify with 
exactness what kind and grade of timber is re- 
quired. In fact “hemlock” is a shorter expression 
than “lumber of a suitable character for the pur- 
pose.”” If the lumber clause is intended to apply 
to the sheeting left in the ground by direction of 
the engineer, that fact should be made clear. If 
it is intended to apply to any sheet piling that 
may be used, that fact also should be made clear. 
In any case it is not a matter of great expense 
to print a few additional words, and such print- 
ing is quite likely to result in the saving of a 
good many dollars of somebody’s money. 


Specifications from an Engineer’s Point of View. 


Sir: I have followed with considerable interest your 
comments upon the characteristic features of different 
specifications and contracts. 

It seems to the writer that the style of the specification 
is a matter of growth—that it is the result of successive 
attempts to meet conditions which, to some extent, spring 
from the contractor’s methods of doing work. Let us 
consider, for a moment, what makes it‘ necessary to have 
any specifications. A company or corporation wants 
something done. It employs an engineer whose special 
knowledge and training seems to fit him for the task of 
working up the details of the scheme. His ideas of what 
he wants done are embodied in the drawings and specifi- 
cations. As the engineer in not infallible, his drawings 
and specifications will not be an absolutely perfect em- 
bodiment of his ideas. This is one source of difficulty. 
Also the ideas may be originally defective. This is a 
second source of difficulty. Again, the contractor, who is 
also human, may, with honest intentions, construe the En- 
glish language differently from the duthor of the specifi- 
cations. This is a third source of difficulty. Or the con- 
tractor may pervert the meaning of the language. This is 
a fourth source of difficulty. 

Now the effect is that the engineer does not get just the 
result that he anticipated. So this calls for a modifica- 
tion of his first ideas or his drawings or his specifications 
or any combination of the three. On the other side, the 
contractor will probably find some readjustment desirable. 
So there will be successive readjustments until equilib- 
rium is reached. 

In your “Construction News’’ of March 3, you cite a 
case in which the engineer is empowered to select a suit- 
able mechanic to make the joints of a pipe sewer. Your 
caustic comments may be within reason, but to the 
writer's mind there seems to be a strong probability that 
the author of that clause had at some time, either per- 
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sonally or vicariously, an experience with a contractor 
who did not make such pipe joints properly We may 
doubt the wisdom of that method of trying to secure re 
sults, but we must concede that the result of good pipe 
joints which the aforesaid author wag striving for is a 
most desirable and urgent one and that his efforts to 
bring about a better and higher standard of work are en 
titled to some consideration. 

The writer’s seven years’ experience on construction 
work leads him to believe that if many of the ‘fool pro 
visions’? in contracts and specifications which contractors 
rail against could be traced back to their origin, it would 
be seen that they had emanated from conditions estab 
lished by the contractors themselves as a clas 

It is not the purpose of this communication to arraign 
the contractors as a dishonest class. It has been the 
writer's fortune to meet some of the honest contractors 
and, I regret to say, some who were not so honest 


However, we should keep this fundamental fact in 
mind—the contractor and the engineer are actuated by 
different motives. Profit is the first consideration with 


the contractor, and it is proper that the contractor should 
gain a profit from his work, otherwise he could not remain 
in business. There is then a strong incentive for the 
contractor to make everything in a business way bend to 
that one end—profit. A broad gage contractor realizes that 
in the long run quality of work is an important factor in 
his business and materially affects his earning capacity 
A reputation for doing good work is a desideratum Not 
all contractors realize this. 

On the other hand the strong motive actuating the en 
gineer who is true to his profession is quality of work. 
His technical training—contact with the exact sciences and 
assimilation of their rigorous methods give him a point 
of view not to be had without such training. He become 
imbued with a spirit akin to that of ‘‘art for art's sake,"’ 
without losing sight of the economic factors involved in 
a proposition. Owing to these conflicting motives, the 
writer believes that there is a gross inconsistency in a 
man's being a contractor and at the same time acting as 
a designing or consulting engineer in general practice 
But this is rather a digression. 

The point to keep in mind is that the company or cor 
poration wants something done. The contractor agrees 
to do that something according to the drawings and spec- 
ifications which are made a part of the contract. He should 
keep his agreement and he should be paid promptly his 
money according to the terms of the contract. It matters 
not whether there are some ‘‘fool provisions’ in the spec- 
ifications or not. He signs the contract with his eyes 
open and by so doing accepts the conditions imposed. He 
is paid for carrying out those conditions and he should 
so do. 

If there is a “fool provision’’ requiring a brick pavement 
to be maintained for a term of years, let him increase his 
schedule prices to cover the hazard. The maintenance 
clause will certainly have the tendency of making him 
careful in the selection of his materiais. 

If the specifications call for 1, 3, 5 mixture of concrete, 
then he ought to put in a 1, 3, 5 mixture, because he is 
paid for doing that particular thing. It matters not if a 
1, 4, 8 mixture were ‘‘just as good.’’ It is a question of 
what he agreed to do. On the ‘“‘just as good"’ principle $4 
ought to be ‘‘just as good’’ as $5 when it comes to paying 
the estimate, but I have never yet met a contractor who 
would admit the proposition worked both ways. 

If the specification calls for medium steel manufactured 
by the open-hearth process, then a Bessemer product 
should not be substituted. If the specification calls for 
rivet holes to be sub-punched, and reamed out to a cer- 
tain larger diameter than that of rivet, then it should be 
done. That is what the contractor agreed to do. That is 
what the company is paying for and that is what it should 
get. If the specifications call for the steel to be cleaned 
from mill scale, rust and dirt before being painted, that 
should be done. Yet the writer has seen bridge shops 
where the painting was done in the open—no roof protec- 
tion for rainy days and no provision made to take care of 
the fabricated stuff and protect it from rust until it could 
be painted. 

Those who have not been through it will hardly appre- 
ciate the constant, wearying struggle reqtired to uphold 
the standard of good work. 

The contractor's remedy for the.‘‘fool provisions’’ is to 
make his bid higher—throw the burden of executing such 
provisions back on the company who has to pay for same. 
This will cause the engineer to readjust his specifications. 

Surely a contractor can have no grounds for complaining 
of injustice done him by ‘‘fool provisions’’ if he does not 
bid on the work, and if he does bid on the work he does 
so with his eyes open and thus by complaining simply 
rails at his own folly. 

Likewise, the enginee, who encumbers his specifications 
with useless, unreasonable, indéfinite, or illegal clauses 
has no one to blame but himself when bids are excessively 
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high, or only one bid is presented. The engineer should 
also remember that the responsibility of carrying out the 
provisions of the contract rests on the contractor and 
hence should give the contractor a chance to run his own 
business as long as the results obtained meet the require- 
ments of the specifications. 

The writer believes that much improvement on both 
sides will result from the comments and discussions now 
appearing in the Engineering News. But don’t let us 
lose sight of the basic fact that both parties to a con- 
tract are such because of their own free will.

(It should not be overlooked that a contractor 
who has thousands of dollars invested in plant 
from which he can obtain no income, unless it is 
kept at least moderately busy, is not altogether 
free to refuse to bid upon specifications containing 
“fool provisions,” reserving for himself only that 
class of work which is clearly and fairly specified. 

Our object in criticising certain specification 
clauses is not merely to aid in securing clearer 
and fairer wording, but to aid in securing a bet- 
ter standard of honesty among contractors. Am- 
biguous clauses, and arbitrary powers assumed 
by engineers, are quite as responsible for lowering 
the standard of honesty, among contractors, we 
think, as are their desires to reap a profit at any 
hazard. Where specifications are both exceeding- 
ly ambiguous and domineering only a tricky class 
of contractors are apt to bid; but in proportion 
as the specifications are made definite and the 
chances of arbitrary rulings are decreased, we 
may expect to see the general standard of honesty 
raised.—Ed.)

OBITUARY.

SOUTH AMERICA. 


BOLIVIA.—Electric Railway.—The Government has sub- 
mitted to Congress a proposal having for its object the 
building of a railway from La Paz to Yungas. The intro- 
duction of electric traction is suggested. 

PERU.—Railways.—A bill tow before the Peruvian 
Congress provides for the building of the following rail- 
ways lines: From Oroya to Juaja and Huancayo; from the 
district between Oroya and Cerro de Pasco to a point on 
the Ucayali River or one of its navigable tributaries; and 
from Sicuani to Cuzeo. The second line is the most im- 
portant, passing through a comparatively thickly popu- 
lated and fertile mining district, and may make necessary 
the surveying of various other routes. 

Bids are wanted until May 12 for constructing and work- 
ing a projected railway between Lima and Pisco. Maxi- 
mum capital necessary $2,500,000. The Commercial In- 
telligence Branch, Board of Trade, 50, Parliament St., 
London, 8S.

BRAZIL.—New Railways.—It has been decided to build 
a railway between Curvello and the San Francisco River 


at an expense of $1,486,000. The line will be 36 miles in 
length and will be the first section of an extension of the 
Central Ry. 

The National Congress has decided to build a railway 
from Timbo, State of Bahia, to Propria, State of Sergipe, 
at the expense of the Brazilian State. The Government is 
empowered to make contracts for the building of this 
road, work on which must be begun within one year. 

CHILI.—Electric Lighting.—Bids wiil be received until 
June 28, 1904, for the electric lighting of Bunta Arenas, 
Strait of Magellan. Information can be obtained from the 
Chilian legation, Queen’s Gate Terrace 29, London, 8.

Iron Furnace.—lIt is reported that the celebrated Creuset 
Iron Works of France propose to establish iron furnaces 
in Chili, and that a syndicate with a capital of nearly 
$4,000,000 has been formed for the purpose. 


Valparaiso Harbor Improvement.—U. S. Consul Mans- 
field, at Valparaiso, reports that owing to the discouraging 
effect upon shipping interests in the port, which have re- 
sulted from numerous disasters to conimerce_(378 vessels 
lost in storms during past SO years), and, as a matter of 
protection to this interest, the Government is now seri- 
ously considering a plan for improving the harbor, which, 
if carried into effect, will be one of the largest and most 
expensive public works ever undertaken in Chili. 

Various plans and ‘projects for improving Valparaiso 
Harbor have been presented to the National Congress, 
but none of them have been carried into effect for the rea- 
son that Congress failed to vote the necessary appropria- 
tion for the improvements. 

In 1901 Jacob Kraus, of Holland, who was employed 
by the Chilean Government to investigate and report upon 
the feasibility of building breakwaters in Valparaiso Bay, 
submitted a plan for harbor improvement. In December 
last the Government appointed a commission to exam‘ne 
the plans prepared by Engineer Kraus and to thake a re- 
port to Congress. The commission approved the plan, rec- 
ommended to Congress its acceptance, and also recom- 
mended that an appropriation of public funds be made 
for carrying on the proposed work. 

This report of the commission, together with its rec- 
ommendations, will be submitted to the National Congress 
at its next sitting, and it is believed that the plans and 
specifications prepared by Engineer Kraus will be adopted 
and an appropriation for the expense of the work voted. 
If approved by Congress and a law enacted authorizing 
the work, contracts will be let by the Government through 
public tenders. 

The proposed harbor improvement contemplates’ the 
building of a number of sea walls in the bay to protect 
ships and merchandise on the water front. The water in 
the bay is very deep in most places, and it has been de- 
clared impractical to build a sea wall across the mouth 
of the bay, and instead a number of walls or breakwaters 
are proposed in the Kraus project.

FISHING INDUSTRY.—A company styled the ‘‘Com- 
pafiia Argentina de Pesca,’’ with $200,000 gold cap. stock, 
has been formed to carry on a fishing business in whaling 
and sealing in the South Atlantic Ocean, with headquarters 
on the Georgia Islands. Captain Larsen will be Manager and 
Captain for five years.

REFRIGERATING PLANT.—The question of a meat 
freezing plant at Rosario, Province of Santa Fe, is under 
discussion.

The object is to start a combined freez- 
ing and canning plant. The establishment as proposed 
will be capable of handling 200 steers a day and 4,000 
sheep, during the season.

DRAINAGE PROJECT.—Our correspondent at Buenos 
Aires has sent us the following: On Dec. 5, 1903, one of 
the greatest beneficial enterprises of the Province of 
Buenos Aires was inaugurated, namely the draining sys- 
tem for the southern part of the Province. 

The Province of Buenos Aires comprises more than 31,- 
000,000 hectareas of very fertile land, well adapted for 
agriculture and live stock. About 1,560 kilometers lie 
along the Atlantic and River Plate Coasts. A large part 
of this extensive coast, about 600,000 hectareas suffers 
periodically from floods, wihch make it useless for agricul- 
ture and dangerous for stock raising. The Drainage De- 
partment recently prepared a general plan of canalization 
which has been made a law by Congress. An equitative 
tax was then created to be met by the owners of lands 
benefited. The work has been divided into three sections 
which comprise 19 main cenals, together with others of 
less importance. Nearly all of these canals will flow into 
the Bey of Samborombo. The whole extension being 
about 130 kilometers. The canals will have a width of 
from 200 to 900 meters; the center will comprise a canal 
of some %) meters in width with a varying depth. The 
rest will be comprised hetween two embankments of 1, 
1% and 2 meters in height. All of this werk must be 
terminated within the next eight years. Contracts have 
been signed by Mescrs.
